Good music for dancing it is “Someone 
Must Feel Like a Fool Tonight” by Kenny Rodgers.(Click Here) The BPM is about 133 and it is 
the kind of song that is really dreamy. 


Measures 


1-2 Balance to the Left and to the Right twice (or simply Step Touch to the Left and 
Right Twice) 


3-4 Grapevine to the left in 5 steps finishing with a touch with the Right foot 


5-6 Balance to the Right and to the Left twice (or simply Step Touch to the Right and 
Left Twice) 


7-8 Grapevine to the Right in 5 steps finishing with a touch with the Left foot 


9-10 Balance to the Left and to the Right (or simply Step Touch to the Left and Right 
Twice) 


11-12 Solo Circle to the Left 
13-14 Balance to the Left and to the Right (or simply Step Touch to the Left and Right) 
15-16 Half of a Gypsy (This places the dancers in the opposite line)
